T h e lt i- C en ten n ial C eleb ration a t A lb a n y . 
A lbany, Ju ly 22<1.—The ]>cople of A l­ 
bany have pi veil themselves up, body and 
soul, to-day to the task of celebrating the 
incorporation of the city by Governor i)ou- 
gan, just 200 years ago. The uproar that 
broke loose at m idnight, when the bells 
announced the arrival of tbe anniversary, 
continued until daylight. 
Men and boys, 
and even women, went up and down the 
principal streets, blowing horns and sing­ 
ing. until morning. Tbousauds remained 
up through tbe night, and were as ready 
and eager to start in on to-day’s celebration 
as though they had enjoyeü the most re­ 
freshing sleep. 
’ 
The arrival of President Cleveland was 
the first im portant event of the day. The 
tim e fixed for his coming w asC A. M. 
Pe- 
fore ti.ut tim e the Burgess Corps marched 
to the W est Shore depot and itrcw up in 
line in readiness for the coming train. Car­ 
riages containing the city officials were also 
in waiting. W ithout the lines formed by 
the m ilitia stood 500 or 000 citizens, who 
had come to welcome the President. A 
lew m inutes after (1 o'clock the expected 
train 
steamed into the depot. 
M ayor 
Thacber and several of the Anniversary 
Committee 
boarded 
the train and ex 
changed greetings with the President, and 
Mayor Thacber, on behalf of the city, bade 
him welcome. The President greeted his 
friends warmly, ami said it gave him jileas- 
ure to be with them again. Secretaries 
Bayard and W hitney and Private Secretary 
Lam ent were also of the party. The pait.v 
were im m ediately escorted to the waiting 
coaches. 
Before entering the carriage iu 
which he was to ride with Mayor Tliacher, 
President Cleveland was warmly greeted 
by an old farmer from Delaware county, 
vvbo broke through the lines and clasped 
the 
President’s hand. 
“ Well, this is 
Grover!" lie exclaimed. 
“ Yes, sir," an­ 
swered the Ptesident, sm iling pleasantly. 
The Burgess Corps at once took up the line 
of m arch, and tiie Presidential party were 
driven to the Governor's Mansion. 
On 
their arrival Governor H ill received them 
as liis guests. 
After the Governor and his guests had 
breakfasted, President Cleveland, accompa­ 
nied by Colonel Lam ent, went to Secretary 
M anning's residence to call upon bim , 
where Cleveland and M anning remained in 
conversation for over an hour, and then the 
former returned to the Governor's mansion. 
A t 10:30 o'clock, escorted by the Mayor 
and members of the Anniversary (Recep­ 
tion Committee, the President, Secretaries 
Bayard and W hitney and Colonel Larnont 
left the Executive Mansion and were driven 
down State street to take their places in the 
procession. 
A few m inutes later Governor 
Hill, escorted by members of tbe Recep­ 
tion Coniti ittce,’was also driven down to 
take tbe place reserved for bim . 
The procession was imposing. President 
Cleveland rode in an open carriage with Sec­ 
retary W hitney, and held his hat in his 
hand and bowed acknowledgments to the 
cheers that accompanied his progress. The 
Governor's staff followed and behind them 
rode the Governor in a carriage, im m edi­ 
ately after the procession the President. 
Governor IIill. Secretaries W hilnev and 
Bavard mid the other distinguished guests 
w ent to tbe large rink ol Lark street, which 
was already packed by an audience gathered 
to hear Governor H ill’s oration end the 
musical and literary exorcises. Governor 
Hill spoke at length on A lbany’s history’. 
W hen Governor B ill had concluded his 
speech, and the applause subsided, Mayor 
Thacker attem pted to announce the next 
thing on the program m e, but bis voice 
was drowned by cries of “ Cleveland! 
Cleveland!" 
The President arose, bowed, 
and sat down again on the platform beside 
the Governor. This did not satisfy the au­ 
dience, and the calls were renewed with 
vigor. 
Finally lie arose, and advuncing to 
the front of the platform, said : 
Citizens o f A lbany: 
I came here to-day 
as an invited guest to a family reunion. 
1 
desire to be modest, and not mingle too 
ircely in congratulations and celebrations, 
which belong more properly to you. 
I d o 
not wish 
to sound a single note of 
discord, but I 
have beard so 
much 
of 
the 
Dutch ; 
of 
this 
being 
a Dutch city, so m uch ‘.al'it of old times, 
and of ifs customs, tliat when I remember 
that I dwelt two years among you, I won­ 
der w hether I am in the right place or not. 
At the risk of creating a discordance, 1 will 
say that in my tim e Dutch was not the 
language of the town ; people spoke Eng­ 
lish, and to me words in English of kind­ 
ness that 1 will never forget. 
I am glad, 
however, you have got your charter. W hen 
I lived there, it was, I think, under a 
charter, but according to m y rem em brance 
it was a charter passed by the Legisla­ 
ture of the 
State in 
the 
first 
year 
I spent here, and approved by me. I must 
not delay you longer, but I cannot refrain 
from expressing to you m y appreciation of 
their kindness with which you have re- 
ctijred me, and from repeating a homely 
and old-fasliioncd wish, may the citizens of 
Albany and their descendants see m any 
happy returns of the day.” 
T he President spoke in clear, ringing 
tones that were audible in every portion of 
tbe large building, and his brief rem arks 
were received with enthusiasm and ap­ 
plause. 
W hen he sat down the audience 
called upon Bayard for a speech, who spoke 
briefly and in appropriate m anner. 
K ailroad Extension. 


D e n v e r (Col.) July 22d.—The Colorado 
M idland Railroad Company has just let 
contracts for grading its road-bed from Col­ 
orado Springs westward to tbe Platte river, 
near Florissant river. Tbe road has been 
engaged for some tim e in grading between 
Leadville and Aspen, and tbe announce­ 
m ent is now made that the contract for 
grading between tbe crossing of the river 
Platte and Leadville will be shortly made. 
T he line, as projected, extends through Ute 
Pass, over Hayden Divide, across the range 
constituting the western rim of South 
Park, and through the Continental Divide 
by means of a tunnel 2,200 feet long, the 
last two sum m its being overcome near the 
tim ber line, at an elevation of 11,500 feet 
above sea level. The country is very rug­ 
ged. a considerable portion being very 
snowy during six m onths of the year, ai.d 
the ruling grades encountered arc 150 feet 
per mile. 
W hen complete the road will be 
■a short interm ountaiu line from the east­ 
ern base of the m ountains to Leadville, 
Aspen and Glenwood Springs, the total 
length of line jirojected being about 240 
miles, and tbe estimated Cost about $3,000,­ 
000. Considerable speculation is afloat as 
to w hether the enterprise is independent or 
backed by one of the east-and-wcst lines 
now looking towards Colorado. 
K n ig h ts o f L ab or a n d th e C fgarm ak crs. 
New Y o r k , July 22d.—'The K nights of 
Labor of New York have taken a decided 
stand upon two im portant m atters. They 
have undertaken the task of lifting tbe 
boycott from E bret’s beer, and have also 
determined to drive all cigam iakers—both 
Progressive and International—out of the 
Order. Both of these steps were decided 
upon at the m eeting of District Assembly 
No. 109, Tuesday night. T he K nights ob­ 
jected to the presence of the Progressive 
Oigarmakers because ol their open and 
strenuous advocacy of anarchism and vio­ 
lence. On the other hand, the Intem a- 
*ional Knights claimed th at they were 
sim ply joining the Order to m ake use of it, 
and the Order was often brought into dis­ 
repute in consequence of such conduct. 
This action on the part of tbe K nights only 
applies to those cigarmakers who belong 
to either one ol the two U nions; any m em ­ 
ber of the Internationals or Progressives 
can join the K nights of Labor after resign­ 
ing from his Union. 
T h e G ate C ity A b a n d o n ed . 
Boston, July 22d.—The Savannah steam ­ 
ship Gate City, which ran ashore on Nau- 
shon Island on Sunday night has been 
abandoned as a total loss by F. W. Nicker­ 
son & Co., and turned over to the under­ 
writers. 
The steam er was m oving cau­ 
tiously at tbe tim e of the accident, and 
seemed to ground so slightly that it was 
not thought that she had sustained ronch 
damage. Surveys by the divers on Tuesday 


revealed the fact that the bottom of the ves­ 
sel was in a bad condition, and even if it 
were possible to get her off, the expense of 
repairing would be very heavy. 
U n ite d S ta te s S e n a te . 
W ashington, Ju ly 22d.—The Senate bill 
for a public building at Nebraska City, 
Neb., was passed. 
Hale, from the conference committee on 
the naval appropriation bill, subm itted a 
report, which was agreed to. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of tbe Payne case, nnd Teller concluded 
his rem arks commenced yesterday. 
T he Chair (Sewell) announced 'th e ques­ 
tion to be on the adoption of the report of 
the m ajority of tbe committee. 
H oar moved as an am endm ent that tbe 
m inority report, calling for an investiga­ 
tion, be adopted instead. 
A vote will betaken at 2 o'clock to-m or­ 
row. 
Adjourned. 
lIo u t» e o f Iip p rc fP D tiitiv e fl. 
W ashington. Ju ly 22d.—Hatch of Mis­ 
souri. from the Committee on Agriculture, 
reported back as a m atter of privilege the 
oleom argarine bill with the Senate am end­ 
ments. 
The Speaker held that the report was not 
a privileged one, and declined to entertain 
it. 
H erbert of Alabama rose to call up the 
naval increase bill, but fearing the friends 
of the oleom argarine bill would unite and 
vote against bim . withdrew it for tiie pres­ 
ent, and the Speaker proceeded to call the 
committees for repot ts. when the following 
was subm itted by Hooker ot Virginia: 
From tbe Committee on Judiciary, calling 
on tbe Attorney-General for information 
as to w hat action was taken under the joint 
resolution approved April 10,1860, for the 
protection of the interest of the United 
States in the Union Pacific and Central 
Pacific Railroads. 
H erbert again called up the special order, 
and H atch again raised tbe question of 
consideration, desiring to move to go into 
Committee of tbe W hole for the consider­ 
ation of the oleomargarine bill. 
The House refused to consider the navy 
increase bill or interstate commerce bill, 
and then went into Committee of the 
W hole on the revenue bill, tbe object being 
to reach the oleomargarine bill.

Tbe Senate has spent two days in 
debating tbe reports subm itted by the Com­ 
m ittee on Privileges and Elections, that of 
the majority being adverse to inspection, 
and the m inority favoring it. 
Yesterday 
and to-day the galleries were crowded with 
spectators, and during the 
speeches of 
Logan and Sherm an fifty or more members 
of the House occupied all tbe available 
seats in the cham ber. Sherm an to-day 
made a very strong speech in favor of 
probing the m atter to tiie bottom. 
H e was 
often interrupted by Logan, who, in bis 
som ewhat testy rem arks, showed consider­ 
able irritation. 
There was some friction 
between them , b u t'both kept their tempers 
fairly under. Great interest is (elt in tbe 
speech of Evarts, who has the floor for to­ 
morrow, for tbe majority report. The latter 
w ill no doubt be adopted, as it will have 
tbe votes of all tbe Democrats, and at least 
four or five Republicans.

W itness w ent np tbe stairs into 
the office of Parsons, who was asked by tbe 
reporter why tbe Socialists did not inarch 
upon the Board of Trade, and he said the 
police prevented it. 
" W ell, but yonr party have revolvers, 
w hat preparation further do you need?” 
asked W illiamson. 
“ The tim e has not come yet. W hen the 
tim e docs come we will meet the police 
with dynam ite and bombs.” 
“ W hen did he say the tim e would 
come?” 
“ Some tim e during the year.” 
Parsons gave witness a practical illustra­ 
tion of what he m eant and showed bim a 
shell and fulm inating cap. There was also 
a quantity of dynam ite kept in a drawer. 
Parsons called for them and Spies got 
them . 
Parsons said the explosives were 
kept on band in preparation for the war 
that was im pending;

a liar, scoundrel and coward because lie 
had secretly attem pted to sever the rela­ 
tions between Mrs. Crawford and the w it­ 
ness. 
He also attem pted to thrash Sir 
Charles, but desisted at Mrs. Rogerson’s 
entreaty. Mrs. Rogerson was here recalled. 
She denied the statem ent first made by 
Captain Foster.

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


The story conies by telegraph that the 
President has said he would veto the 
river and harbor bill. 
It is unfortunate, 
and always lias been, that absolutely 
needed work by the Federal Government 
■on navigable streams and on harbors— 
work that every one admits ought to he 
performed—must be ordered through one 
bill that is made the vehicle for carrying 
a multitude of schemes unworthy from 
core to shell. The present bill aggregates 
nearly $1 ">,000,000 of appropriation. Of 
this, it is safe to say, $8,000,000 ought to 
l>e expended, and at once; that the actual 
needs of navigation demand i t 
J)ut re- 
regarding one-fourth of all the remainder, 
there is room for discussion, and as lor the 
remaining $5,250,000, it is mainly ammu- 
4 ion for Congressmen to use in politically 
firing themselves hack into power. 
It is 
natural that the A tlantic coast should do 
battle against large appropriations, for its 
harbors are mostly in good order, and its 
rivers clear of obstructions; besides, it for­ 
gets that it lias in times past received 
many millions in aid for its rivers and har­ 
bors, and there is no use to attempt to re­ 
call the fact to the Eastern mind. Recause 
the East needs little Government aid 
now, its people object to newer sections re­ 
ceiving Federal help in clearing streams, 
constructing canals, embanking rivers, etc. 
\ ery naturally the land-transportation 
interests at the East resist the development 
of water-ways, and this influence is turned 
in a greater or less degree against river 
and harbor bills. 
Rut at the West there 
is less antagonism of this character, and 
on the Pacific coast none at all. 
Indeed, 
our railway companies conserve river nav­ 
igation, and have been esteemed, and are, 
friendly to the demands of the j>eople for 
the preservation and improvement of the 
rivers, bays and harbors. 
Rut the real 
difficulty with the river and harbor hill is 
found in its burden of “ riders.” 
Like 
the Christian 
struggling up the hill 
"“ Difficulty,” its back is fairly broken 
with the load it must needs carry. So 
soon as a worthy section for river improve­ 
ment is proposed, a dozen schemes of 
pitiful 
importance, or absolute 
jobs, 
crop out. 
Their promoters demaud that 
■they be included in the bill, under the 
threat of opposition, and this class of 
M riders ” becomes so large that its voting 
strength is essential to the passage of the 
hill at all. 
For instance, a proposition to 
improve a stream floating many millions 
of commercial values annually, and which 
is in urgent need of engineering attention, 
and clearance of obstructions, is advanced. 
I t is everywhere admitted to be a wise, a 
just, a pressinglv needed measure. But it 
happens that Congressman A, with politi­ 
cal aspirations, lives near a tail-race that 
may be made to connect with tide-water. 
If a few hundred thousand dollars were 
expended upon it he could make much 
capital for his return to Congress. 
lie 
'' rides ' the bill with an amendment of a 
hundred thousand or so for Pin Hook 
creek, and couples with it the threat of his 
opposition to the whole bill if his claim is 
resisted. 
Scores of others follow his ex­ 
ample, and all of the small fry unite to 
assist each other. 
Their aggregate vote 
will swamp the hill, and so its honest pro­ 
moters perforce take up the whole load. 
This has been the history of every river 
And harbor bill since 1855, and it is the 
reason for the vetoes with which so many 
have met. 
There appears to be no remedy 
for this state of affairs, except itoder the 
adoption of a wholly new rule, and it oc­ 
curs to us that this is feasible. 
As, for 
instance, suppose Congress to divide the 
river and harbor subjects into classes, so 
th at all relating to natural waterways 
should be treated in one bill, all relating 
to coast improvements in another, all 
touching rivers of a certain length and 
character in another, and all relating to 
lesser streams, canals and artificial water­ 
ways in still another. 
By this method it 
might he possible to keep the log-rolling 
schemes out of the bills rdating to meri­ 
torious works.

W h a t sort of “ fairness” is that which 
induced the San Francisco Examiner to cut 
short the report of a part of the proceed 
ings of the Democratic State Central Com 
mittee with these words: “ Mr. Marye 
then offered auother resolution deploring 
legislative interference with the judiciary, 
which was adopted.” 
The Examiner had

The Pacific coast pack of 
canned goods for the season of 1885 con­ 
sisted o f upward of 52,113,321 cans of fish, 
meats, fruits and vegetables The grocery 
trade imported and distributed upward of 
1<>3,5O0;OOO 
pounds 
of sugar, .0,500,000 
pounds of tea, 1€,000,000 pounds of coffee, 
and 50,000,000 pounds of rice. Tbegeneral 
jobbing trade handled a dried fruit crop 
requiring 110,000,00') j>otinds of green fruit, 
of the vadue of $3,500,000: a hoitev crop of 
2.000.000, one-third of the country’s entire 
product of beeswax, a crop of 2.818,000 
pounds of nuts, and a vintage of nearly 
10.000.000 gallons of wine—all the various 
items being entirely of California produc­ 
tion.—Foreign Trade Gazette.

(D uring the 
reading the cort m ittee appointed to receive 
G eneral W. T. Sherm an appeared w itlliu the 
gate, w hen th e Senate took a recess lor ten m in ­ 
utes. 
D uring th e recess the G eneral w as intro­ 
duced to m em bers, an d w as afterw ards invited 
to a seat at the Presidential desk.]

To the Senate am i Assembly of the State of Culifor- 
nia—G e n t l e m e n : My proclam ation in bringing 
you together in ex tra session of th e Legislature 
calls on you to legislate and take action on only 
tw o subjects, nam ely : 
First—Irrigation, or w ater rig h ts ; and, 
Second—Reorganization of the Sup: em e Court. 
T he proclam ation sets forth m y views fully on 
those subjects and th e urgent reasons w hich im ­ 
pelled m e to call you from your hom es an d oc­ 
cupations at th is sultry m idsum m er season. 
The em ergency is great arid pressing. 
It de­ 
m ands pofihpt, w ise aud careful action. R eli­ 
ance ppoti ou r statutes an d upon th e ju d icial 
interpretations of th e law to regulate satisfac­ 
torily w ater an d w ater rights iu this .State lias 
practically failed. Public opinion is united and 
irresistible iu the dem aud /or legislative action 
w hich w ill prevent th reaten ed disaster to our 
vast ag ricultural interests.

A G h a stly F in d . 
For some time past the Government 
snagboat Seizer has been operating along 
the upper Sacramento river, pulling stumps, 
old trees and branches from the stream, 
they having been carried down by high 
waters and lodged at various points. The 
snags are drawn out after every flood, in 
order to seenre safe navigation. Yes’erday 
afternoon, while working a short distance 
above McIntosh Landing, the boat grap­ 
pled with the top of an old tree that pro­ 
truded from the water, and a stout tug 
brought it to the surface. As the old tree 
floated out and the limbs were plainly 
seen, the men on the boat were horrified 
to see a human skeletou tied to a limb. 
Closer inspection revealed the fact that 
the skeleton was secured by a chain, which 
had evidently been taken from harness—a 
trace-chain. On the fleshless feet were 
heavy boots of old-style make—the kind 
which early-dar miners were in the habit 
of wearing. Tne hand* of the ske]eton 
were fastened to the back by a smaller 
chain. It is presumed that the remains 
Are those of a liorsethief, sluice-robber or a 
■murderer, who was no doubt hanged by 
tbe order of Judge Lynch. This is uu- 
dcnbtedly correct, as the chains lead to 
that belief. After the hanging, the crimi­ 
nal bad been left dangling from the tree, 
which finally fell and was carriad down 
the stream by high waters. The bones 
were taken to the bank of the river and 
decently buried in a box.— Chico Chronicle, 
July 21 st.

A S an F r a n c is c o M u rd e re r a n d a M erce d 
T h ie f P a rd o n e d . 
The arduous duties, self-imposed, by the 
calling of the extra session of the Legisla­ 
ture, for the purpose of electing a Republi­ 
can U nited States Senator, does not occupy 
the attention of the Governor so m uch but 
that he is able to exercise his pardoning 
power, in his usual off-hand style. Yes­ 
terday he opened the gates of tlie Folsom 
Prison, and allowed two convicts to go 
forth as free men, with the admonition : 
“ Go forth and sin no more.” 
One pardon 
was secured by J. W. Breckenndge, a 
Merced attorney, for George W. Turner, 
who was convicted in the Superior Court 
of Merced county, in April of last year, 
of grand larceny, and sentenced to serve 
four years im prisonm ent. He has served 
only fifteen m onths. 
His pardon has the 
indorsem ent of the Prison Directors. 
Jam es Bowlan, who was convicted in the 
Superior Court of San Francisco, in June, 
1SS0, of m urder in the second degree, and 
sentenced to twenty years imprisonm ent, 
was also turned loose, although he had 
fourteen years vet to serve. The Board 
of State Prison Directors recommended his 
pardon upon the ground thatth ey now have 
in their possession facts which go to show, 
as they allege, that the crime was com m it­ 
ted under circumstances of the greatest 
provocation; that prior to its commission 
he was an upright, industrious and honest 
citizen, and that the Judge who committed, 
and the Chief of Police, six Judges of Su­ 
perior Courts and sixteen Senators signed a 
petition presented to thetn by Bowlan’s 
friends. Thirty-tw o members of the Assem­ 
bly also appended their signatures. 
It is 
positively asserted, however, that when 
signed by the members of the Legislature 
they were aware of its contents, and did 
not append their signatures, thinking it a 
petition to the Governor to call au extra 
session. A large num ber of representative 
citizens also signed the petition, setting 
forth the fact that they thought Bowlan al­ 
ready sufficiently punished. 


M a r rie d in H a ste . 
In Judge F in n ’s Court, San Francisco,on 
W ednesday, M annie T. Miller was granted 
a divorce from Chamberlin II. Miller, on 
the grounds of desertion and failure to pro­ 
vide, and was allowed to resume her maiden 
nam e of Mamie T. Noonan.
